A discovery that dates back to 


prehistoric ages- lias been made on 


the farm of N. I*. Jones in Center 


township. P arts of the skeleton of a 
mammoth animal that 
was larger 


than any one that roams the earth 
iii this day and age have been un­ 
earthed from a gravel pit. 
Mr. Jones brought two teeth from 
the animal’s head to the city today 
and was displaying them around on 
the street. 
It is quite im possible to 
conceive how’ large the animal was 
that carried such teeth as were found 
in the gravel pit. 
The appearance of the molar teeth 
led to the belief 
that the 
animal, 
parts of whose carcas was 
found, 
was an American mastadon, which i> 
closely allied to the elephant. 
The 
crowns of the molar teeth have nipple 
shaped tubercles placed in pairs. The 
animal ranged on the North Ameri­ 
can continent from the middle of the 
Miocene period to the end of the Plio­ 
cene period. 
la addition to the two teeth a piece 
of bone six inches in diameter 
and 
two feet long, believed to have come 
from the thigh of the animal’s front 
leg. was found. 
Also a large piece 
which is believed to he from a rib was 
discovered 
down in the pit. 
Roll 
Rogers found the piece of rib. 
The two teeth are the most m ar­ 
velous of all the pieces found. Tile 
larger one, which is thought to lie 
from the upper jaw, has a large sec 
tion of the animal’s gum, petrified. 
of course, hanging to it, 
and 
the 
workmen who discovered it, before 
they realized what it was, tore away 
enough of the gum to fill a bushel 
bosket, 
The root- of the tooth from the up­ 
per jaw. which was found by Jesse 


B r o o k s are 
five 
inches lo n g 
and 
the enamel 
i> two and a half inches 
deep. 
It h a s the appearance of m ar­ 
ble or colored glass. 
Virgil McBride 
found the tooth 
from Hie lower jaw. 
It is not quite 
>o large a s the other one, the roots 
being two inches long and the enamel 
the same proportion. 
It is not in as 
good a state of preservation as the 
upper tooth. 
The particles of the prehistoric an­ 
imal were found at a depth of thirty- 
five feet in the gravel pit, 
It is an­ 
ticipated by the men working there, 
and Mr. Jones, that still more parts 
of the bialy, possibly more 
intact 
than those already discovered, will 
be found as the men go deeper in dig­ 
ging out the gravel 
Already Mr. Jones has 
removed 
over fourteen 
thousand 
yards of 
gravel out of the pit on his 
The pit is about two hundred 
feet 
square and Mr. Jones estimates that 
theVe are at least six thousand yards 
of gravel left in it. 
He has realized 
more than seven thousand dollars on 
the pit already as the gravel sells for 
fifty cents a yard.

Barrett, city attorney, has prepared 
a legal opinion on the question, in 
which he cites opinions to uphold Ids 
contention. 
As he has from the very beginning 
of the agitation over the raise iii the 
price of gas, which will take 
etfacfc 
the first of next month, City Attorney 
B arrett holds that the city has no 
right to interfere with the old com­ 
pany iii increasing the price fifteen 
cents on the thousand. He contends 
that the gas company is not bound by 
the cit\’ ordinance limiting the charge 
for gas at fifteen cents a thousand 
because it was grunted a franchise 
which said nothing about limning the 
price before the gas ordinance was 
passed. 
Ile cites supreme court iie- 
eisions to back up his opinion. 
51 r. Barrett read the opinion to the 
city council, and it is as follows: 
To the Mayor and Common Council, 
City of Rushville, Indiana: 
Gentlemen—In answer 
to 
your 
question in reference to your author­ 
ity to interfere with the action of the 
Rushville N atural Ga.-i Company in 
fixing the price to be charged con­ 
sumers of its gas. after October 1st, 
next, I have this to say: 
That a former council, on the 30th 
day of November, 1903, instituted a 
suit in the Rush circuit court, on lie- 
half of the city of Rushville, against 
this same company, for the purpose 
of testing practically the same ques­ 
tion you have raised. 
You will re­ 
member. that on tile above date, the 
ordinances on this subject provided a 
maximum rate that might be charged, 
of lo cents per 1000 cubic feet, and 
this 
company 
was 
proposing 
to 
charge 25 cents per 1000. 
The suit was lost by the city in the 
circuit court, appealed to the su­ 
preme court, where the city 
was 
again unsuccessful and the judgment 
in that case has never been reversed 
or modified, and is therefore binding 
as to the questions litigated in that 
ease.

W ashington, Sept. ll.—Through the 
state departm ent final arrangements 
have 
l;e< n 
made 
for 
the 
sending 
of 1.200 Mexican troops through I nit- 
ed States territory into northern So­ 
nora. 
Almost at the same moment, 
dispatches were received at the war 
departm ent that the rebels are pre­ 
paring to leave that section to which 
the government forces are hastening- 
The federal troops are to be en­ 
trained at El Paso to be transported 
westward into Arizona, along the line 
of the Southern Pacific, and they will 
be detrained at Naco or Douglass, 
from both of which points it is possi­ 
ble to proceed by rail into Sonora, 
where the rebels now are most active. 
The Mexican troops will he accompan­ 
ied by United States army officers as 
escorts. 
Their arms will be gathered 
together and shipped in a baggage 
car, so that the soldiers themselves 
will he unarmed during the journey. 
The prevailing theory here among 
students of the situation is that the 
rebels are planning to march south 
along the mountain range from north­ 
ern Senora and continue to tim state 
of Durango or Zacatecas, and there 
unite with the forces loosely organ­ 
ized tinder the leadership of Zapata. 
At * ho state department it was de­ 
clared that the Mexican government 
is exerting itself to the limit of its 
ability to get troops into the threat­ 
ened regions in Son* ra and to give 
protection to American inter'sis. Con­ 
fidence was expressed by official- that 
the Madera government would con­ 
tinue active in its attem pt to restore 
order. 
A fed* tai victory at Ojinaga. oppo­ 
site Presidio, Tex., has been reported 
to the war dc pa rim en t.

repulsed the rebels* attacking force 
with a loss of only four killed.

The immediate effect of the estali- 
lishment of the tram p colony will be 
the lessening of the number of va- j 
grants locked up in local jails, as the 
tramps can be kept at the colony for 
an eighteen-month period.

HELP WANTED IN 
RUSHVILLE 


When “ L a b b y ” Blundered. 
I ne worst mess that I ever got into 
was at a dinner in a country town 
where I took the chair.

use sweet and poisoned bran, says 
‘the Prairie Farmer. 
The method is 
to add one part of Paris green, by 
weight, to thirty or forty parts of 
bran, stir this together, while yet dry, 
and then mixing it with water that 
has been sweetened by the addition of 
strong or coarse molasses. 
The old­ 
er and stronger the molasses, to give 
it color, the better it will be. 
The bran should be moistened w’ith 
this sweetened water until it is made 
into a damp mass, just wet enough 
to stay in little heaps. 
A very small 
pinch of this placed at the base of 
each garden plant to protect it will 
be effectual. 
The cut-wortns will eat 
it in preference to the plant. 
To protect corn it is advisable to 
drop a pinch in the corn row’ each 
step or two across the field, so that 
the w’orm W’ill find this and eat It and 
let the corn remain. It would be bet­ 
ter to put the poison out before the 
corn appears above ground and thus 
kili the worms early, than to let them 
remain untreated until after the corn 
is once cut off. 
It i3 much better to put out the 
poison bran in the evening while it is 
damp, or on a damp day, so that it 
will not be dry when these pests 
came forth at night 
to 
seek 
their 
food. 
It will be found by them just 
about as readily if it is slightly cov­ 
ered with earth and for this reason, 
if It should become necessary to pro­ 
tect domestic fowls from it, one could 
cover it with loose earth at the time 
of application.

No formal report of the autopsy wan 
made, but every jjerson concerned ad­ 
mitted that their findings had been of 
the higest importance. 
It was admit­ 
ted that there were no external marks 
of violence, though the windpipe was 
found wrenched out of place. 
W heth­ 
e r there was anything to indicate tha* 
the woman had been choked was not 
stated. The superficial appearance of 
the internal organs was such as t > 
w arrant 
the surgeons in 
retaining 
come of them, not only for microsco­ 
pic examination, but for chemical an­ 
al > sis as well. 
No surgeon would use 
the word ‘ poison," but the inquirer 
W’as told to draw his own conclusions. 
Gibson himself expected to be ar­ 
rested.

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PLUM TREES NEED SPRAYING 


When San Jose Scale Is to Be Treat­ 
ed Lime-Sulphur W ill Be Given 
in the Spring. 


Plum trees need 
some 
spraying. 
usually on about the same lines as 
the work given to the apple orchard. 
Spraying should be given 
annually, 
usually two to four times each year, 
and in all cases must be thorough to 
be worth while. 
Careless spraying is 
a waste of time and material. 
When 
the San Jose scale Is to be treated, 
the lime-sulphur spray will be given 
early in the spring. 
A heavy spray­ 
ing of Bordeaux mixture or of plain 
blue vitriol solution before the buds 
open will ald in checking brow’n rot 
and other diseases. Another spraying 
of Bordeaux mixture, with arsenical 
poison added, should be given eoon 
after the blossoms fail. 
It should be 
specially noted in this connection that 
Bordeaux mixture should be only half 
strength for plum trees. 
Some varie­ 
ties, especially those of the Japanese 
group, have the foliage seriously in­ 
jured by strong Bordeaux. 
Perhaps 
the best formula for this w’ork is as 
follows: 
Fresh unslaked lime, three 
pounds; copper sulphate, two pounds; 
water, fifty gallons. 
The mixture is then made up in the 
usual way, and applied with a nozzle 
throwing a fine, m isty spray.

cil would have the right to require 
such a provision in such contract or 
franchise.

“A p p lian t contend" that this aet 
empowered it to regulate prices to be 
charged for supplying its 
citizens 
with natural gas, and authorized the 
passage of the ordinance in qiie"tion. 
It I" a well settled principle of law 
that municipal corporations p o sse ss 
only such [Hovers as are conferred 
upon them by the legblature, either 
e\prc""ly or by necessary implica­ 
tion, and that, when a lair and rea­ 
sonable doubt exi"t" as to the evi­ 
dence of a power claimed, it will he 
r e liv e d against the municipality and 
the power denied

*The statute 
relied upon purports to empower a 
city of the class to which appellant 
belongs to fix prices, only “by con­ 
tract or franchise.” 
When the man­ 
ner iii which a delegated power is to 
he exercised is prescribed, it must fie 
ubstant ially followed. 
A contract 
can arise only from the meeting or 
concur re nee of two or more 
minds 
upon the same proposition. The com­ 
plaint in this case does not attempt 
to "how the a""ent o f the appellee to 
the terms of the ordinance purport­ 
ing limit it" charges.

Workmen in N. P. Jones' Gravel Pit 


in Center Township Discover 


Pieces of Mastodon Skeleton; 


ROOTS OF TOOTH 5 INCHES LONG 


Pieces of Bone, Believed to be From 


Animal's Foreleg, is 6 Inches 


in Diameter. 


A discovery that dates back to 


prehistoric ages has been made on 
the farm of X. P. Jones in Center 
township. Parts of the skeleton of a 
mammoth animal that 
was larger 


than any one that roams the earth 
in this day and age have been un- 
earthed from a gravel pit. 


Mr. Jones brought two teeth from 


the animal's bead to the city today 
aiid was displaying them around oil 
the street. It is quite impossible to 
conceive how large the animal was 
that carried such teeth as were found 
in the gravel pit. 


The appearance of the molar teeth 


led to the belief 
that the animal, 


parts of whose carcas was found, 
was an American mastadon, which is 
closely allied to the elephant. The 
<Bfowns of the molar teeth have nipple 
shaped tubercles placed in pairs. The 
animal ranged on the North Ameri- 
can continent from the middle of the 
Miocene period to the end of the Plio- 
cene period. 


In addition to the two teeth a piece 


of bone six inches in diameter and 
two feet long, believed to have come 
from the thigh of the animal's front 
leg, was found. Also a large piece 
which is believed to be from a rib was 
discovered down in the 
pit. 
Roll 


Rogers found the piece of rib. 


The two teeth are the most mar- 


velous of all the pieces found. The 
larger one, which is thought to be 
from the upper jaw, has a large sec- 
tion of the animal's gum. petrified, 
of course, hanging to it, and the 
workmen who discovered it, before 
they realized what it was, tore away 
enough of the gum to fill a bushel 
basket. 


The roots of the tooth from the up- 


per jaw. which was found by Jesse 
Brooks are five inches long 
and 


the enamel is two and n half indies 
deep. It lias the appearance of mar- 
ble or colored glass. 


Virgil McBride 
found the tooth 


from the lower jaw. It is not quite 
so large as the other one, the roots 
being two inches long and the enamel 
the same proportion. It is not in as 
good a state of preservation as the 
upper tooth. 


The particles of the prehistoric an- 


imal were found at a depth of thirty- 
five feet in the gravel pit. It is an- 
ticipated by the men working there, 
and Mr. Jones, that still more parts 
of the bod}', possibly more 
intact 


than those already discovered, will 
be found as the men go deeper in dig- 
ging out the gravel 


Already Mr. Jones has 
removed 


over fourteen 
thousand 
yards of 


aravel out of the pit on his t*-m. 
The pit is about two hundred 
feet 


square and Mr. Jones estimates that 
theVe are at least six thousand yards 
of gravel left in it. He has realized 
more than seven thousand dollars on 
the pit already as the gravel sells for 
fiftv cents a yard.

Gives Opinion on Question of 


Right of Gas Company. 


TO 
INCREASE 
ITS 
CHARGE 


Holds as he Did at First That Rush- 


ville Company Isn't Bound by 


Ordinance. 
' 


In answer to the curiosity of the 


public to know the legal questions in- 
volved in the attempt of the Rushville 
Natural Gas Company to raise tha 
price of its gas from twenty-five to 
forty cents a thousand, Howard K 
Barrett, city attorney, has prepared 
a legal opinion on the question, ia 
which he cites opinions to uphold L;s 
contention. 


As he has from the very beginning 


of the agitation over the raise in the 
price of gas, which will take etfact 
the first of nest month, City Attorney 
Barrett holds that the city has na 
right to interfere with the old com- 
pany in increasing the price fifteen 
cents on the thousand. He contends 
that the gas company is not bound by 
the city ordinance limiting the charga 
for gas at fifteen ceuts a thousand 
because it was granted a franchise 
which said nothing about limiting the 
price before the gas ordinance was 
passed. He cites supreme court tier 
cisions to back up his opinion. 


Mr. Barrett read the opinion to the 


city council, and it is as follows: 
To the Mayor and Common Council, 


City of Rushville, Indiana: 
Gentlemen—In answer 
to 
your 


question in reference to your author- 
ity to interfere with the action of the 
Rushville Natural Gas Company in 
fixing the price to be charged con- 
sumers of its gas, after October 1st, 
next, I have this to say: 


That a former council, on the 30th 


day of November, 1903, instituted a 
suit in the Rush circuit court, on be- 
half of the city of Rushville, against 
th.is same company, for the purpose 
of testing practically the same ques- 
tion you have raised. You will re- 
member, that on the above date, the 
ordinances on this subject provided a 
maximum rate that might be charged, 
of 15 cents per 1000 cubic feet, and 
this company was proposing 
to 


charge 25 cents per 1000. 


The suit was lost by the city in the 


circuit court, appealed to the su- 
preme court, where the city 
was 


again unsuccessful and the judgment 
in that case has never been reversed 
or modified, and is therefore binding 
as to th« questions litigated in that 
case.

Is Proceeding in the United States 
From El Paso to Douglass, Ariz., Of- 
ficers of Our Army Will Accompany 
It and Arms of Visiting Force Will 
Be Safely Locked in Baggage Car. 


Washington, Sept. 11.—Through the 


state 'department final arrangements 
have been made for the sending 
of 1,200 Mexican troops through Unit- 
ed States territory into northern So- 
nora. 
Almost at the same moment, 


dispatches were received at the war 
department that the rebels are pre- 
paring to leave that section to which 
the government forces are hastening. 


The federal troops are to be en- 


trained at El Paso to be transported 
•westward into Arizona, along the line 
of the Southern Pacific, and they will 
be detrained at Naco or Douglass, 
from both of which points it is possi- 
ble to proceed by rail into Sonora, 
where the rebels now are most active. 
The Mexican troops will be accompan- 
ied by United States army officers as 
escorts. Their arms will be gathered 
together and shipped in a baggage 
car, so that the soldiers themselves 
will be unarmed during the journey. 


The prevailing theory here among 


students of the situation is that the 
rebels are planning to march south 
along the mountain range from north- 
ern Sonora and continue to the state 
of Durango or Zacatecas, and there 
unite with the forces loosely organ- 
ized under the leadership of Zapata. 


At the slate department it was de- 


clared that the Mexican government 
is exerting itself to the limit of its 
ability to get troops into the threat- 
ened regions in Sonora and to give 
protection to American interests. Con- 
fidence was expressed by officials that 
the Madero government would con- 
tinue active in its attempt to restore 
order.

them with determination. An effec- 
tive method of combating them is to 
use sweet and poisoned bran, says 
•the Prairie Farmer. The method is 
to add one part of Paris green, by 
weight, to thirty or "forty parts of 
bran, stir this together, while yet dry, 
and then mixing It with water that 
has been sweetened by the addition of 
strong or coarse molasses. The old- 
er and stronger the molasses, to give 
it color, the better it -will be. 


Th« bran should be moistened with 


this sweetened water until it is made 
into a damp mass, just wet enough 
to stay in little heaps. A very small 
pinch of this placed at the base of 
eaclt garden plant to protect it will 
be effectual. The cut-wonns will eat 
it in preference to the plant. 


To protect corn it is advisable to 


drop a pinch in the corn row each 
step or two across the field, so that 
the worm will find this and eat it and 
let the corn remain. It would be bet- 
ter to put th« poison out before the 
corn appears above ground and thus 
kill the worms early, than to let them 
remain untreated until after the corn 
is once cut off. 


It is much better to put out the 


poison bran in the evening while it is 
damp, or on a damp day, so that it 
will not be dry when these pests 
came forth at night to seek their 
food. It will be found by them just 
about as readily if it Is slightly cov- 
ered with earth and for this reason, 
if It should become neceseary to pro- 
tect domestic fowls from, it, one could 
cover it with loose earth at the time 
of application. 


SUPPORTER FOR TREE LIMBS 


Wire Contrivance Fastens Sagging

A contrivance for supporting limbs 


of trees that are either broken or 
sagging with their own weight or a 
heavy burden of fruit has been de- 
signed by a California man.

.The Lawyer Who Was Boating With 


Wealthy Woman When s'he Lost 
Her Life Filed a Will Which at Once 
Created Suspicion That All Was Not 
Straight and Investigation Has Led 
to Formal Charge of Murder. 


New York, Sept. 11.—Against Law- 


yer Burton W. Gibson a formal charge 
of the murder of Mrs. Rose Menshik 
Szabo has been made. 
Discover- 


ies at the autopsy on the body^of the 
woman who lost her life at Greenwood 
lake July 1C, decided the authorities to 
ask an Orange county justice of the 
peace for a warrant charging murder 
In the first degree. 


No formal report of the autopsy was 


made, but every person concerned ad- 
mitted that their findings had been of 
the higest importance. It was admit- 
ted that there were no external marks 
of violence, though the windpipe was 
found wrenched out of place. Wheth- 
er there was anything to indicate that 
the.woman had been choked was not 
stated. The superficial appearance of 
the internal organs was such as to 
warrant the surgeons in retaining 
Eome of them, not only for microsco- 
pic examination, but for chemical an- 
alysis as well. No surgeon would use 
the word "poison," but the inquirer 
•was told to draw his own conclusions. 


Gibson himself expected to be ar- 


rested. So soon as he heard what had 
come cut of the autopsy he telephoned 
to his family at Rutherford, N. J., that 
he might not be home. 


Such rapid progress has been made 


in the investigation being conducted 
by the public prosecutors of two coun- 
ties, detectives and diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of two governments that 
the woman who posed as the mother 
of Mrs. Szabo and signed what pur- 
ported to be- a waiver of citation, thus 
giving Gibson control of the Szabo 
estate, will probably be produced. This 
woman has been located in Brooklyn 
and is under constant surveillance. 
The mother has been dead two rears, 
according to relatives, and never was 
In America. 


The mystery of why Mrs. Szabo 


should leave her property to her 
mother, when she knew her mother 
had long been dead, is explained on 
the theory that Mrs. Szabo, being un- 
able to read and write English, did not 
know the contents of the will she 
signed. In the proceedings by which 
Gibson probated the alleged will he 
said Mrs. Szabo's mother lived in Chi- 
cago anil that there were no other rel- 
atives. 
Official proof is momentarily 


expected from Austria that she left 
five brothers and three sisters there. 
They have been cabled to send to 
America one of their number.

Testimony ended and Decision Taken

New York. Sept. 11.—The trial of 


Captain Hayes came to an end after 
fifteen ^inspectors had testified as to 
what instructions they had received 
from Commissioner Waldo about keep- 
ing their districts clean.

teen-year-old negro, suspected of com 
plicity in the assault on the girl. The 
negro was lynched in the jail. 


Before he was shot to death, his 


clothing was torn from him and he 
was gelded. He was then shot full of 
holes. The naked body was tied to a 
tree and loft hanging there. 


Ernest Cox, the negro who has con- 


fessed he outraged and murdered the 
girl and then hid her body, was hur- 
ried from here to Atlanta in an auto- 
mobile to prevent lynching. 


Bob Edwards, near whose home the 


crime was committed, was arrested 
on suspicion of knowing something 
about the crime. His mother was ar- 
rested with him and they were jailed 
here. 
Three hours after the arrest 


there were hundreds of men in town 
clamoring for the lives of Edwards and 
his mother, and the storming of the 
jail followed. While the mob was kill-

PLUM TREES NEED SPRAYING 


When San Jose Scale Is to Be Treat- 


ed Lime-Sulphur Will Be Given 


in the Spring. 


Plum trees need some 
spraying, 


usually on about the same lines as 
the work given to th« apple orchard. 
Spraying should be given 
annually, 


usually two to four times each year, 
and in all cases must be thorough to 
be worth -while. Careless spraying is 
a waste of time and material. When 
the San Jose scale is to be treated, 
the lime-sulphur spray will be given 
early In the spring. A heavy spray- 
ing of Bordeaux mixture or of plain 
blue vitriol solution before the buds 
open will aid In checking brown rot 
and other diseases. Another spraying 
of Bordeaux mixture, with arsenical 
poison added, should be given eoon 
after the blossoms fail. It should be 
specially noted in this connection that 
Bordeaux mixture should be only half 
strength for plum trees. Some varie- 
ties, especially those of the Japanese 
group, have the foliage seriously In- 
jured by strong Bordeaux. 
Perhaps 


the best formula for this work la as 
follows: Fresh unslaked lime, three 
pounds; copper sulphate, two pounds; 
water, fifty gallons.

20 (granting the 
gas company its franchise) consti- 
tuted a contract between them, and 
by the construction of the works in 
pursuance thereof and 
in reliance 


thereon, rights were 
vested. 
This 


ordinance did not prescribe any limits 
as to charges for gas, or reserve to 
the city .the right thereafter to do so 
Xo alteration of or addition to the 
terms of the contract thus formec 
could be made afterwards by eithei 
party without the consent of the oth- 
er. * * * It is now the settled law o] 
this State that, under such circum- 
stances as shown here, cities have no 
authority-or power by subsequent or- 
dinance or action to impose any ad- 
ditional restrictions 
regulating th 


price to be charged for gas furnishec 
under such contract; and said or- 
dinances * * * jo far as they at- 
tempt to control the prices which ap- 
pellee may charge its customers foi 
natural gas, are illegal and void." 


This case is reported in 164 Iiid 


Reports at page 102. 


It must be understood 
that the 


question in this case was not as to 
the power of the city to enjoin the 
gas company from charging an un- 
reasonable rate, but to enjoin it from 
charging more than the rate fixed in 
the ordinance passed subsequent to 
the granting of the franchise undei 
which the gas 
company 
had con- 


structed its plant, regardless of the 
question as to whether the rate was 
reasonable or unreasonable. Xo ques- 
tion of this character was raised. 


This decision by (lie supreme coun 


was rendered on the 2fith day of Jan- 
uary, 1005. and up to that time the 
legisliilure had not conferred upon 
cities and towns the authority to fis 
or regulate the price to be chargec 
for natural gas- by persons or com- 
panies supplying the same to the in- 
habitants of such cities and towns. 
This question has been settled by 
numerous decisions of our courts oj 
last resort.

:hrough which the same shall be laid 
and maintained; and to compel the 
jerformance of contracts for the ex- 
tension of such mains, pipes and the 
electric Hues and the supply of gas, 
jeat, water and electricity upon any 
street." 


It will be noticed that this particu- 


lar power is to be exercised "by con- 
tract or 
franchise," which would 


mean that 
should a new company 


seek a franchise in the city, or some 
company

cil would have the right to require 
such a provision in such contract 01 
franchise. 
This act went into effecl 


on April 15th, 1905. 


On October 1C, 1905, the common 


council of the city of Richmond, Indi- 
ana, acting upon the belief that the 
above language in said act of 1905 
gave it the authority, enacted an or- 
dinance making it unlawful for auj 
person or company to charge con- 
sumers more than 30 cents per 100( 
cubic feet for natural gas, within the 
city of Biehmoud. 
The 
Richmouc 


Xatural Gas company of that city 
had previously fixed the price to be 
charged consumers at 50 cents pei 
lliiio cubic feet. After the ordinance 
lit'came effective, the city sought ti 
enjoin the gas company from collect 
ing more than the rate fixed by the 
ordinance, and being defeatec in the 
circuit court of Wayne county, ap- 
pealed the case to the supreme court 
where the city was again defeated 


In passing upon the questions in- 


volved in that appeal, the court uset 
this language: 


"Appellant contends that this act 


empowered it to regulate prices to be 
charged for supplying its 
citizens 


with natural gas, and authorized the 
passage of the ordinance in question 
It is a well settled principle of la« 
that municipal corporations possess 
only such powers as are eonferrei 
upon them by the legislature, eithei 
expressly or by necessary implica- 
tion, and that, when a fair and rea- 
sonable doubt exists as to the evi- 
dence of a power claimed, it will be 
resolved against the municipality am 
the power denied * * *The statut 
relied upon purports to empower a 
city of the class to which appellant 
belongs to fix prices, only "by con- 
tract or franchise." When the man- 
ner in which a delegated power is to 
be exercised is prescribed, it must be 
substantially followed. 
A contrac: 


can arise only from the meeting 01 
concurrence of two or more minds 
upon the same proposition. The com- 
plaint in this case does not attempt 
to show the assent of the appellee t 
the terms of the ordinance purport- 
ing limit its charges. * * * 


In the absence of charter authori- 


ty, or other statutory or constitu- 
tional 
provisions, delegating th 


power in express terms or by neees- 
•ary implication, it js the rule that a 
iiiinicipal corporation has no power 
n fix by ordinance the price, at which 


1 2iis company shall supply its cnn- 
iiimcrs. 
* * * In this case it ap- 


icniss that the attempted regulation 
of prices was not done by contract. 
'••r in connection with (he grantina; or 
acceptance of a franchise, and the 
legislature has not delegated to ap- 
pellant whatever authority to regu- 
late prices i > C gas it may possess in 
the premises, to be exercised an any 
nthev manner." 


This case was decided on February 


1. .1007. and so far as I have been 
able to find, is the last expression of 
our supreme court on the subject.

From these authorities and others 


that I have examined, I 
conclml 


that before you can interfere • with 
tho action of said gas company in 
lixinjr the rates proposed to be charg- 
ed, it will be necessary for the legis- 
lature tn confer upon cities of our 
class, the authority, generally, 
to 


regulate the price to he charged for 
gas. and in addition to this, it will 
be necessary for you to show, that 
the price so proposed to be charged.

That record 
was not filled, there being only 299 
licenses issued from it. while it con- 
tained a thousand blank licenses. 


The first license was issued from it 


Xovember 27, 1901. and the last on 
June 1, 1905. 
Apparently it was at 


this time that the form of marriage 
license blank was changed, because 
this record \vas discarded before it 
\vas filled and the new one used. The 
new ones, as the ones now do. con- 
tains a long list of questions con- 
cerning family 
relations, state of 


health and former marriages, which 
have to be answered by the prospec- 
tive bride and bridegroom.
